WrecK, Surviving Injuries 


But Two Hours. 


Consul of Organization in America Was on Way to 


Meet Husband In Chicago-Deceased, Sec- 


ond Daughter of Gen. Wtn. Booth, and 


Ablest of All His Children. 


KANSAS CITY, Oct. 20.—Mrs. Emma 


Booth-Tucker, consul in America of tlio 
Salvation 
Army, wife of Commander 


Tioot.h-Tueker, and second daughter of 
Wm. Booth, founder of tho army, wns 
killed in a wreck on the oust bound Cal- 
ifornia train Ko. £ near Dean Lake, Mo., 
SS miles east of Kansas City nt 10 o'clock 
last night. Colonel Thomas C. ITolluncl. 
in 
charge 
OI" the Salvation 
Arrny at 


Amity, Col., was fatally i-.ijurod. but up 
to 3:30 this morning was reported still 
alive. Fifteen other persons were, raoro 
or less seriously Uurt. The dead and in- 
jured were taken to Fort Madison. Iowa. 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker was rendered un- 


conscious and died within hnlf nil hour 
nfter being injured. 
Her skull was frac- 


tured nnd she wn» injiiri'd internally. 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker was on lier way 


home from a visit to the colony :it 
Amity. She left Kansas Cily last even- | 
ing and was to have met Commander I 
Booth-Tucker, her husband, at Chicago, 
today. 


LIVED FOR SEVERAL HOURS. 


Although the ivreck occurred nt 0:30 


lait night, it was not known until after 
midnight Mint Mrs. liooth-Tuckor wan 
among the injured. The first, news that 
(he noted army worker had been hurt 
was received in this city nt 2 o'clock 
this morning when it was stated that 
she hud been fatally injured and died nt 
10 o'clock Inst night. This report of hor 
death, however, provad premature, and 
it later developed that s,he did not. suc- 
cumb 
to her injuries until 2:50 this 


morning just as the, train bringing the 
injured to Mnrcoline reached that place. 


The wrecked train tva.i the east bound 


California Xo. 2, which loft Knnnns City 
last evening at 0 o'clock for Chicago, 
The train ran into an open switch strik- 
ing a steel water tank and nil wive the 
mail, 
exprens nnd 
dny coaches 
were 


wrecked. Consul Bootli-Tucker and Col. 
Holland were in ono of the. Pr.llrannfi. 


The first details of the wreck were ob- 


tained this morning by the Associated 
Press over the long distance telephone 
from Mareelino, through Dr. D. B. Put- 
Tiinn, who had been at the scene. 


The wrecked train left Kansas City 


last evening. It ron into nn open switch 
just outside of »ean Lake. Only three 
cars, Pullmans and diner were wrecked. 
The. Pullmans warn completely demolish- 
ed while the diner wr.s badly damaged. 
In tho forward Pulrmsn Mrs. 
Booth- 


Tucker and Col. Holland who were, tho 
sole occupants of, tint car, had just gono 
to the. forward end for a consultation. 
Two of the Pullmans struck a utoel wat- 
er tank with such forco as to move it 
five f«et from its foundation and whan 
the train craw reached tho scene both 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker 
and 
Col. Holland 


were found unconscious. 
Thoy with tho 


other injured were alter much delay, 
taken to 
the dopot 
platform 
a few 


blocks distant where everything possi- 
ble was doro for them. Neither regain- 
ed consciousness, 
and 
within half an 


hour tJlo noted Salvation Army leader 
succumbed to her injuries. For a' timo 
it was bolieved that 
the 
unconscious 


man at her «ido was Commander Tioot.h- 
Tucker, and in tho confusion thin report 
was spread. Wrecking trains were sent 
from Marccline and other points and 
the dcnd and injured started for Fort 
Madhon, la. The train broke down nf- 
tcr going a short distance, and Marceline. 
the next station, was not' reached until 
2 o'clock in the 
morning. Physicians 


were taken on at Marceline nnd tho 
train proceeded north. 


Uean Lake, the scene of the wreck, is 


an isolated place, nnd there was greet 
delay in taking care of'the'injured nnd 
getting them started for .Mam-line. Af- 
ter tJie train bringing the injured hud 
finally started it was delayed by the 
breaking of it truck and did not reach 
Maroeliiw until nearly live hours after 
the wreck occurred. 


ON WAV HOMK 1-KOM VISIT. 


, Hri, fioo.tti-J.uck.gr. wlio <nw on her 


way home from a visit to the farm col- 
ony of the army at Amity, Col., had 
stopped in Kansas City a few hours yes- 
terday to inspect the workingmen's ho- 
tel, u work in which she was particular- 
ly interested nnd a branch of which is 
about to be opciicd in this city by the 
nrmy. 


Mr?. Booth-Tucker has taken especial 


interest in the project and it was on her 
advioi: that it was being fitted up. Ac- 
companied by two of the local officers, 
shu inspected the place yesterday and 
expressed herself as delighted with the 
arrangements. 
She left for Chicago soon 


afterward, accompanied by Col, Holland 
and her secretary, Miss Dammess. Bhc 
expected to meet her husband in Chica- 
go and was especially happy in return- 
ing home after wluit she said was a sat- 
isfactory trip, At tho Salvation Army 
quarters nt Kansas City the news of the 
death of their favored 
leader 
caused 


great grief, and at iirst the officers re- 
fused to give vri'denco to the report. 


Mrs. Xclsey was injured most ser- 


iously by a man falling with his feet 
square on her chest. 
In his effort to 


extricate himself, the man bruised her 
fe.nriully with the heels of his boots. 
On the' train was a woman traveling 
from the west with the body of her 
dead sister. 
Although badly bruised 


and notwithstanding her grief, she as- 
sisted actively in caring for the injured. 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker, who 
was Miss 


Emma Booth, married Frederick Tuck- 
er in 1888. He assumed her name as 
part of his own. He was born in Tndia, 
nnd lived there several years after the 
marriage. 
He was commissioner of tho 


army in India. Mr. nnd Mrs. Doot.h- 
Tucker were appointed to command the 
arm}' in America in March, 18PO, suc- 
ceeding Eva C. Booth, who had supplant- 
ed her brother, Ballington Booth, who 
had been removed by the general. 


ABLEST OF BOOTH CHILDREN' 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker 
was 
the second 


daughter of Gen. Wm. Booth, and waa 
said to be the ablest of nil of the Booth 
children. She had enthusiasm tempered 
with cold judgment and executive abil- 
ity. It was these qualities which induc- 
ed her father to send her to the United 
States in 1800 to try to bring about har- 
mony in the American branch of the 
army. The 
following characterization 


was made on her at that timo: 


"She has that rare qualily of perfect 


sympathy. She is n. well educated wo- 
man in the sense that she can think and 
write clear, good English. She has no 
class prejudices, and is just as much at, 
home in the parlors of a house in Fifth 
avenue as in the one and only room of 
a squalid family. But it is in the public 
meeting thut her reaf power shows it- 
self. As an orator she ranks with loss 
than half a dozen Americans of both 
sexes." 


HAD CHEAT ABILITY. 


Col. Thomas C. Holland was born nt 


Liverpool in 1SC7. He was sent from 
England to Canada as chief secretary of 
•;hc Salvation Army in 183!), nnd hold 
that post two years. He was then madu 
national social secretary for the United 
Stute.s and in that position had charge of 
nil the social and colonizing work. These 
duties fitted him for the governorship 
of the Colorado colonies established five 
years ago. Its great success has been 
due largely to the business ability of 
Col. 
Holland who 
was 
n 
convincing 


speaker, :i skillful organizer, and was 
looked upon as one of the strongest men 
in the army. He has n wife and three 
children nt Amity. 


TELLS OF LEADER'S DEATH. 


FORT MADISON, Iowa. Oct. 29.—

'•With Mrs. Booth-Tucker and as com- 


panion and assistant to her 1 left New 
York with her three weeks ago (or a 
trip of inspection Id tin- Salvation Army 
colony at Amity, Colorado, the. trip be- 
ing ma.de wiUwut acci.clc.iit or 


incident. Tuesday night we. left Amity 
for Chicago, being accompanied by Col. 
Holland who is manager of the Amity 
colony. 
General 
Booth-Tucker 
was 


awaiting us in Chicago, where we were 
to have a conference regarding the col- 
ony and other important matters and 
to hold a series of meetings for nine 
.lays in the army barracks and at Wil- 
lurd hull. Whmi we left Amity we se- 
cured berths iu the tourist cur but last 
evening concluded to change to a stan- 
dard Pullman sleeping car. We 
had 


made our arrangements to 
this end 


rhen the accident occurred. I had gone 
back into the Pullman, 
leaving Mrs. 


Booth-Tucker and Col. Holland 
in 
a 


tourist sleeper, which was being run 
unoccupied, they being busily 
engaged 


in conversation. I had been talking to 
them but left to arrange their baggage 
in the Pullman, I had left them but a 
few moments when the. crash came. Al- 
though thrown violently about, I was 
not hurt. 
All of us who were uninjur- 


ed wont at once to the aid of those who 
were hurt. 
It \vns a terrible shock to 


me when I found Mrs. Booth-Tucker and 
learned that she was 
fatally 
injured. 


When extricated from the 
wreck 
she 


was taken into the waiting room of the 
station nt Dean Lake, where she was 
placed upon n mattress and surgical aid 
given her by Dr. Charles Hunter, of 
Pittsburg, Kansas, who was a passen- 
ger on the train. 
The aid vras of no 


avail, however, her skull being fractur- 
ed and she died at 11:30 o'clock, two 
hours after the accident happened, She 
was 
unconscious all 
the 
time. 
She 


moaned pitifully for n short time but 
her moaning ceased when her clothing 
was loosened." 
. 


HUSBAND HEARS SAD NEWS. 


CHICAGO, 
Oct. 20.—Commander 


Booth-Tucker, who arrived in Chicago 
today expecting to join his wife hero 
was prostrated by the shock of Mrs, 
Booth-Tucker's death. At the Salvation 
Army headquarters where he appeared 
soon after his arrival he declined to bo 
interviewed and denied himself to all but 
his 
intimate friends. Ensign 
Agnew, 


speaking for the commander, said thi'.t. 
he hud thus far nnide no plans for the 
immediate future, 


Commander Booth-Tucker received the 


news of his wife's death flrst upon call- 
ing at the Salvation Army headquarters, 
all efforts to reach him earlier having 
failed. He came here from New York. 


Commander Booth-Tucker was met at 


the railway station by Salvation Army 
officers and was taken in a carriage di- 
rect to headquarters. 
No 
mention of 


his wife's death was made on the way 
however, and the newspapers were with- 
held from him. The arrangements were 
that Commander Tucker and wife were 
to meet here, Mrs. Tucker arriving from 
the west nt about the same hour as her 
husband, and they were to have begun 
ten days' campaign on Saturday night. 
Arriving at headquarters the command- 
er asked for his wife and expressed sur- 
prise that she had not met. him. As 
gently as he could Colonel Sowton, in 
charge of the Chicago station, said: 
| 
"Commander, your wife, is dead. 
She 


was killed in a wreck." 


Commander Booth-Tucker 
staggered, 


raised his hand to his forehead and ex- 
claimed, "G-od help me; is it true—is it 
true?" and fell in a swoon. 
Pitifully 


moaning and wringing 
his 
hands ho 


seamed for a. time beside himself. He 
asked over and over if the statement 
was true, appearing unable to believe it. 
For an hour then he sat with his head 
bowed in his hands. As soon as he had 
revived sufficiently the 
telegraph 
an- 


nouncing the death of hU wife was read 
to him. The dispatch was from Ensign 
Dnmmcss, secretary to Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker, and was dated Marceline, Mo., 
1 a. in. and read as follows: 


"Consul passed from earth. Bringing 


her aboard same train for Chicago." 


Arrajigemonts wore at once, made for 


the reception of tho body in Chicago a.r.d 
for memorial services here. The, remains 
will then be token to New York and 
doubtless later to London for burial. 


The body of Mrs. Booth-Tucker will 


arrive in Chicago at 9 o'clock tonight. 
At 11 o'clock tomorrow morning the 
body will be taken to the Princess Rink 
where it will lie in state until 7 p. m. 
At S i). m., tomorrow funeral services) 
will be htld, conducted by Col. Charles 
Sowton, which will be attended by Com- 
mander Booth-Tucker. Early Saturday 
morning the body will leave for New 
York over the Michigan Central railroad 
and will arrive there Sunday morning. 


SORROW FOR MOTHER. 


NKW YORK, Oct. 20.—Most touching 


was the scene in the home of Booth- 
Tucker at Mount Vernon when the news 
wns carried to the seven small children 
bv Brigadier Alice Johnson, 
who 
has 


been most closely associated with Mrs. 
Booth-Tucker in her home and in her 
work. 
Gathering all about her Mrs. 


Johnson told them that their mother 
had gone away to another world; that 
their father was sad nnd heart sick far 
awny and needed their sympathy and 
love. 


When their ayes were dried Frederick 


and Catherine wrote in their own child- 
ish way 'a telegram to their father tel- 
ling him of the deep grief in the home 
and of the love of his children.

Sheriff Robert Mutter, District At- 
torney Gittins and Under Sheriff Donald 
were naiong the witnesses from Racine. 


Cuno was an electrician employed by 


the Brown-Corlim Kngine Co., at Cor- 
liss. One day Sheriff Mutter received u 
tip that Cuno TVBS engaged making coun- 
torfeit money. 
He and other officers 


visited Corliss, bxit the man was in Mil- 
waukee. • 


Several times the officers were at his 


home and finally found him and 
also 


found many dies and pieces of counter- 
feit coin, some complete and others in 
a crude ftate. Cuno was eventually tak- 
en to Milwaukee by a United States 


arshal. 
He claimed that he was not making 


the money to pass, but simply experi- 
menting on a valuable process for de- 
veloping electricity and lie denied that 
he had ever passed money or that ho in- 
tended to. 


When the officers learned this morning 


that Ouno was discharged 
they 
were 


considerably surprised, 
bc.lieving 
that 


the .ejridcuec was sufficient to convict, 


fe understood that Cuno will make 


Milwaukee his permanent home.

KENOSHA PIONEER DEAD 


r-onlB Wlllluraii, Aared 83, Brplri-d Wednes- 


day fit lllH Home tn Paris. 


Louis Williams, aged S3 years, 
for 


many voar.-1. the most 
extensive land 


owner and stock denier in southern Wis- 
consin, died yesterday at hi? home in 
I'aris. Konosha county. Two weeks ago 
Mr. Williams while driving about his 
farm of 1.4CS acres was stricken with 
paralysis and fell f om his buggy, where 
he was found by farm hands and re- 
moved to his home. He wns never again 
able to leave his bed. Mr. Williams was 
born in Radnersliire, Wales, April 27, 
1320, and in 1842 emigrated to America 
with his parents and brothers and locat- 
ed in Kcnoeha county. Father and sons 
purchased lands for farming purposes 
and for years they owued many sections 
of the moat valuable farming land in 
southeastern Wisconsin. 


The deceased was one of the nestors 


of the Democratic party 
in 
Kenosha 


county, and while he never aspired to 
hold a public office he was always one 
of the stuur.chciflt supporters of his par- 
ty. 
A man of strict integrity he was 


repeatedly elected to a place on the 
town board in the town of Paris, and 
for years he was 
officially 
concerned 


with the school board of the town. 
IFe 


took a greater interest in the schools 
of Paris than any other man, ar.d it was 
always said that "education was 
his 


hobby." All of his children were given 
the benefits of n. colk-se education. 
It 


was said at. one time that Mr. Williams 
was acquainted with every school child 
in tho town of Paris, and it was his hab- 
it to make n visit to every school in 
the totm during each school year. Up 
to the time of his death his interest in 
the schools continued, and only a short 
time before his death he tad made them 
his annual visit. 


The deceased is survived by four dau- 


ghters and oni- son. They arc Mrs. Co- 
rner Rolwrts, of Paris; Mrs. Belle Moe, 
of Milwaukee: L. C. William?, of Bristol; 
Miss Nellie Williams, nnd Mrs. Marga- 
ret Walker, who reside in Racine coun- 
ty. 


The funeral will be held from the Wil1 


Hams' homo on Friday afternoon at 1 
o'clock, and the remains will he inter- 
red in the family plat nt the cemetery 
at Paris Corners.

Hans Rasmus Thomsen was born in 


Denmark, Sept. 20th, 1S22 and came to 
Racine in the month of May, 1875 and 
lived in the city to about a year ago, 
when he went to live with hia son, 
Hans Thomsen Jr., Silver 
Hill, 
Ala., 


where he died. 


Mr. Thomson wns a well known and 


respected old gentleman and a devoted 
member of Our Savior's 
Danish 
Ev. 


Lutheran church of which church he also 
was n charter member. 


During his painful sickness he found 


comfort in the word of G-od and sincere- 
ly trusted in the salvation 
of 
Jesus 


Christ. 


The secretary and treasurer of the 


state of Wisconsin have sont out hmg 
tabulated reports in effect that for tho 
first time in the history of the state no 
tax for the support or maintenance of 
the btate. government, or any of tho 
state institutions, -will be levied thii 
year. That the condition ol the state 
treasury is such that all charges «g»inat 
it for the purpose oi the administration 
of the government are amply provided 
for by the money on band. The amount 
of money to be raised this year is $1,- 
027,220. The only tax to be levied gen- 
erally upon the people, it is claimed, is 
tluit which is solely for tie benefit of 
the common schoola. 


It is claimed that the action of th« 


state officials has released tho people of 
the state of the burden of a direct tax 
in the sum of $375,104, making a total 
to be paid by the state to the counties 
for the support of the common schools 
of $1,402,384. 


Hod not this action been taken, it i> 


claimed that the $942,570 would have 
been collected of the taipaj-ers of the 
state 
by direct taxation. It 
further 


states that to ehow what this means to 
the taxpayers of Kacine county, which 
paid into the. state treasnry for state 
taxes, including its school taxes, last 
year !?5G.S3S,76, this year it will only 
pay the sum of $23,960.77, which i» noth- 
ing but school tax, and goes directly 
back to the counties for the use of the 
counties with a substantial addition. 


It is claimed tb.it the large balance in 


the treasury of .$1,300,000, is not due to 
anv special economy or thrift on the 
p;-.rt of the present administration, but 
10 due to tho 
war 
claim payment of 


$•193,000, received from the federal gov- 
ernment last winter, to the increase of 
$200,000 in railroad Jaxes this year and 
to the increase of revenue oi the differ- 
ent departments of the state govern- 
ment. 


It is further said that the present ex- 


cellent condition of the state treasury 
11 largelv due to the keen business sense 
of former Governor Scolield, who levied 
a deficiency tax in order to place tho 
the treasury in proper shape. Before 
the deficiency tax was levied the general 
fund was empty part of each year. 


There is a tabulated statement accom- 


panying the circular sent ont. It shows 
that the tax levy of 1002 for Racine was 
S5U.838.70; tax levy of 1003 was $23,- 
900.77: decrease of tax levy in 1903 is 
given at 832,377.09. 


It also gives the amount of school tax 


apportioned. The amount of school tax 
to be paid by counties, shows Rncine,

OPPOSKD TO VIOLENCE. 


The murdered man, who was a min-

Caucasus and devoted his money to the 
Armenian ctiuse.

tirely passive anil opposed to violence 
nnd it is thourrht this attitude inspired 
tlio advanced sec-lion of tlie Armenians 
with the desire for vengeance, the lat- 
ter cla-irnin;,' that Sngonni'.s socii'ly ile- 
votod funds to charity which would Imve 
better applied to violent remedies for 
the Armenian grievances. 


Sngouni is said to have moved to Eng- 


land from New York early in 1P02. 


UNABLE TO USE WEAPONS. 


Sagouni bad frequently spoken of the 


determination of the advanced Armenian 
revolutionists to exterminate the lead- 
ers of the passive party and for that 
reason he always carried a revolver and 
n dagger in self-defense. The murderer's 
shuts lost night wore so rapid that Sa- 
gouni -was only able to draw his revolver 
after tho murderer had fired three times, 
and as lio turned to face his assailant 
Sugouni was shot near the heart and 
fell.

on 'hia way to England, Sagouni thought 
he was betrtg shadowed by a man whose 
description sonmwhat 
tallied with the 


appearance of the murderer, who is de- 
scribed as-being five feet three inches in 
height, about thirty years of age, hav- 
ing very long, black hair, and u, black 
moustache with long, drooping ends. A 
man has -been arrested near King's Cross 
railrood station on nuspiciou of being 
the assassin of Sagouni, but he hardly 
unswcre the description. 


A convention of the 'Armenian passive- 


ists has been hvsesuion here nnd it is sug- 
gested that the opportunity was chosen 
by the violent faction as a favorable 
one for disposing of the principal lead- 
ers. The murderer was noticed waiting 
several hours for the arrival of Saugouni 
and the former was apparently supplied 
with information concerning the hitter's 
movements by two accomplices. 


KILLED BY AWARfSTS. 


Bofore his death Sagouni told a friend 


that he did not know his assailant, but 
he said enemies had been following him 
for a- long time. Sagouni attributed the 
murder to the Alfarist section of Hent.- 
chakist society.

ciety after the split in 180t, when, it is 
alleged, tho Alfarist.s were paid spies of 
the sultan of Turkey.

Texas, ib in the city registered at Hotel 
Kacine. He stated last evening that (lie 
cotton crop in Toxas is almost a total 
failure. A worm called tho "boll weev- 
il"' that wrought great damage in Mexi- 
co has invaded this country, causing a 
total failure of cotton in (JO counties. 
Tho remaining 7,5 counties hnve about 
half a erop, involving a loss to the cot- 
ton growers of millions of dollars. The 
'•boll weevil" comes as a fly l.hat strings 
the 
blossoms in which the worm 
is 


formed that totally destroys the flower. 
Cotton ordinarily is worth from fi to 7 
cents a pound, but now is bringing n to 
10 cents, and Mr. Crute believes it will 
go to 13 and 20 cents a pound before 
spring. The disastrous 
work of the 


worm will affect the northern manufac- 
turers considerably. Thus far no meth- 
od has been discovered to destroy the 
fly, although a few successful 
experi- 


ments have been made. 


There is considerable yellow fever in 


Texas. In LaRndo there have been quite 
a few deaths and from forty to fifty 
oases developing daily. G. W. Benton,

The former weakness of the union lay 
In the knowledge that producers would 
not hold together properly in case of 
resort to extreme measures. But dur- 
ing the lust two or three years tVe 
backbone of tbe union directorate has 
stiffened wondtrfully as a result of tho 
growiag strength on the support re- 
ceived.

When tho cow is afflicted with milk 
fever or the placenta has been retained, 
a longer time should bo given before 
the milk is used. However, the cases 
cited do not occur more than once In 
ICO times, and the first rule Is safe to 
follow.

Mrs. 
Emma Booth-Tucker Killed in 
WrecK, Surviving Injuries 


But Two Hours. 


Consul of Organization in America Was on Way to 


Meet Husband in Chicago—Deceased, Sec- 


ond Daughter of Gen. Wm. Booth, and 


Ablest of All His Children. 


KANSAS CITY, Oct. 29.—Mrs. Emma 


Booth-Tucker, consul in America of the 
Salvation 
Army, wife of Commander 


Booth-Tucker, and second daughter of 
Wm. Booth, founder of the army, was 
killed in .1 wreck on the east bound Cal- 
ifornia train No. 2 near Dean Lake, Mo., 
85 miles east of Kansas City at 10 o'clock 
last night. Colonel Thomas C. Holland, 
in charge 
of the Salvation 
Army at 


Amity. Col., was fatally injured, but up 
to 3:30 this morning was reported still 
alive. Fifteen other persons were more 
or less seriously hurt. The dead and in- 
jured were taken to Fort Madison, Iowa. 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker was rendered un- 


conscious and died within hnlf an hour 
after being injured. Her skull was frac- 
tured and she was injured internally. 


Mrs. Booth-Tuckor was on her way 


homo from a visit to the colony at 
Amity. She left Kansas City last even- 
ing and was to have met Commander 
Booth-Tucker, her husband, ftt Chicago, 
today. 


LIVED FOS SEVERAL HOURS. 


Althnugh the wreck occurred at D:30 


last night, it was not known until after 
midnight that Mrs. Booth-Tucker was 
among the injured. The first news that 
the noted army worker had been hurt 
was received in this city nt 2 o'clock 
this morning when it was stated that 
she had been fatally injured and died at 
10 o'clock last night. This report of her 
death, however, proved premature, arid 
it later developed that she did not suc- 
cumb to her injurieB until 2:50 
this 


morning just ag the train bringing the 
injured to Marceline reached that place. 


The wrecked train was tho east bound 


California. No. 2, wliich left Kannna City 
last evening at 0 o'clock for Chicago. 
The train ran into an open switch strik- 
ing a steel water tank and all save tho 
mail, express and 
day coaches were 


wrecked. Consul Booth-Tucker and Col. 
Holland were in ono of the Pullmans. 


The first details of the wreck were ob- 


tained this morning by the Associated 
Press over tho long distance telephone 
from Marceline. through Dr. D. B. Pat- 
man, who had been at the scene. 


The wrecked train left Kansas City 


last evening. It ran into an open switch 
just outside of Bean Lake. Only three 
cars, Pullmans and diner were wrecked. 
The Pullmans were completely demolish- 
ed while the diner was badly damaged. 
In the forward Pullman Mrs, 
Booth- 


Tucker and Col. Holland who were the 
sole occupants of that car, had just gone 
to tho forward end for a consultation. 
Two of the Pullmans struck a steel wat- 
er tank with such force as to move it 
five <«et from its foundation and when 
the train craw reached the scsne both 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker 
and 
Col. Holland 


were found unconscious. They with the 
other injured were after much delay, 
taken to 
the depot 
platform 
a few 


blocks distant whero everything possi- 
ble was dope for them. Neither regain- 
ed consciousness, and 
within half an 


hour the noted Salvation Army leader 
suceumbed to her injuries. For a' time 
it was believed that the 
unconscious 


man at her side was Commander Boot.h- 
Tuckcr, and in the confusion this report 
was spread. Wrecking trains were sbnt 
from Marcrline and other points and 
the dead and injured started for Fort 
Madison, la. The train broke down af- 
ter going a short distance, and Marceline, 
the next station, was not' reached until 
2 o'clock in the 
morning. Physicians 


were taken on at Marceline and the 
train proceeded north. 


Dean Lake, the scene of the wreck, is 


an isolated place, and there was great 
delay in taking care of the "injured and 
getting them started for Marcoline. Af- 
ter the train bringing t.lio injured had 
finally started it was delayed by the 
breaking of a truck and did not reach 
MarceliiKi until nearly five hours after 
the wreck occurred. 


ON WAY HOME FIIO'M VISIT.. 


, till. Jjao.tli-Tueker who.wn.s. on her 


way home from a visit to the farm col- 
ony of the army at Amity, Col., had 
stopped in Kansas City a few hours yes- 
terday to inspect the workmgmen's ho- 
tel, a work in which she was particular- 
ly interested and n branch of which is 
about to be opened in this city by the 
army. 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker has taken especial 


interest in the project and it was on her 
advice that it was being fitted up. Ac- 
companied by two of the local officers, 
she inspected the place yesterday and 
expressed herself as delighted with the 
arrangements. She left for Chicago soon 
afterward, accompanied by Col. Holland 
and her secretary, Miss Dammess. She 
expected to meet her husband in Chica- 
go and was especially happy in return- 
ing home after what she said was a sat- 
isfactory, trip. At the Salvation Army 
quarters at Kansas City the news of the 
death of their favored 
leader 
caused 


great grief, and at first the officers re- 
fused to give credence to the report. 


Mrs. Kelscy was injured most ser- 


iously by a man falling with his feet 
square on her chest. In his effort to 
extricate himself, the man bruised her 
fearfully with the heels of his boots. 
On the train was a woman traveling 
from the west with the body of her 
dead sister. Although badly bruised 
and notwithstanding her grief, she as- 
sisted actively in caring for the injured. 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker, who 
was Miss 


Emma Booth, married Frederick Tuck- 
er in 1888. He assumed her name as 
part of his own. He was born in India, 
and lived there several years after the 
marriage. He was commissioner of tho 
army in India. Mr. and Mrs. Booth- 
Tucker were appointed to command the 
army in America in March, 1806, suc- 
ceeding Eva C. Booth, who had supplant- 
ed har brother, Ballington Booth, who 
had been removed by the general. 


ABLEST OF BOOTH CHILDREN. 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker was 
the second 


daughter of Gen. Wm. Booth, and was 
said to be the ablest of all of the Booth 
children. She had enthusiasm tempered 
with cold judgment and executive abil- 
ity. It was these qualities which induc- 
dd her father to send her to tlie United 
States in 180C to try to bring about har- 
mony in the American branch of the 
army. The following characterization 
was made on her at that timo: 


"She has that rare quality of perfect 


sympathy. She is a well educated wo- 
man in the sense that she can think and 
write clear, good English. She has no 
class prejudices, and is just as much at 
home in the parlors of a house in Fifth 
avenue as in the one and only room ol 
a squalid family. But it is in the public 
meeting that her reafr power shows it- 
self. As an orator she ranks with leas 
than half a dozen Americans of both 
sexes." 


HAD GREAT ABILITY. 


Col. 
Tliomos C. Holland was born at 


Liverpool in 1867. He was sent from 
England to Canada as chief secretary o; 
the Salvation Army in 1889, and hole 
that post two years. He was then ruadt 
national social secretary for the Unitci 
States and in that position had charge of 
all the social and colonizing work. These 
duties fitted him for the governorship 
of the Colorado colonies established five 
years ago. Its great success has been 
clue largely to the business ability o: 


Col. 
Holland who was 
a convincing 


speaker, a skillful organizer, and was 
looked upon as one of the strongest men 
in the army. He has a wife and three 
children at Amity. 


TELLS OF LEADER'S DEATH. 


FORT MADISON, Iowa, Oct. 20.— 


Miss H. Dammess a Salvation Army 
member tells the following of the wreck 
and death of Mrs. Booth-Tuckor. 


"With Mrs. Booth-Tucker and as com 


panion mid assistant to her I left New 
York with her throe weeks ago for a 
trip of inspection to the Salvation Armj 
colony at Amity, Colorado, the trip be 
ing made without accident or. untoward 


ncident. Tuesday night we left Amity 
or Chicago, being accompanied by Col. 
iolland who is manager of the Amity 
colony. 
General 
Booth-Tucker 
was 


iwaiting us in Chicago, where ive were 
.o have a conference regarding the col- 
ony and other important matters nud 
.o hold a series of meetings for nine 
days in the army barracks and at Wil- 
ard hall. When we left Amity we se- 
cured berths in the tourist car but last 
ivcning concluded to changs to a stan- 
dard Pullman sleeping car.

vhen the accident occurred. I had gone ; 
mek into the Pullman,

Mrs.

n conversation. I had been talking to 
;hem but left to arrange their baggage 
n the Pullman. I had left them but a 
'ew moments when the crash came. Al- 
;hough thrown violently about, I was 
not hurt. All of us who were uninjur- 
d went at once to the aid of those who 
were hurt. It was a terrible shock to 
me when I found Mrs. Booth-Tucker and 
earned that she was fatally injured.

HUSBAND HEARS SAD NEWS. 


CHICAGO, 
Oct. 
^ 20.—Commander 


Booth-Tucker, who arrived in Chicago 
today expecting to .join his wife here 
was prostrated by. the shock of Mrs. 
Booth-Tucker's death. At the Salvation 
Army headquarters where he appeared 
soon after his arrival he declined to bo 
interviewed and denied himself to all but 
his 
intimate friends. Ensign 
Agnew, 


speaking for the commander, said that 
he had thus far made no plans for the 
immediate future. 


Commander Booth-Tucker received the 


news of his wife's death first upon call- 
ing at the Salvation Army headquarters, 
all efforts to reach him earlier having 
failed. He came here from New York... 


Commander Booth-Tucker was met at 


the railway station by Salvation Army 
officers and was taken in a carriage di- 
rect to headquarters. No mention of 
his wife's death was made on the way 
however, and the newspapers were with- 
held from him. The arrangements were 
that Commander Tucker and wife were 
to meet here, Mrs. Tucker arriving from 
the west at about the same hour as her 
husband, and they were to have bogun 
ton days' campaign on Saturday night. 
Arriving at headquarters the command- 
er asked for his wife and expressed sur- 
prise that she had not met him. As 
gently as he could Colonel Sowton, in 
charge of the Chicago station, said: 


"Commander, your wife is dead. She 


was killed in a wreck." 


Commander Booth-Tucker 
staggered, 


raised his hand to his forehead and ex- 
claimed, "God help me; is it true—is it 
true!" and fell in a swoon. 
Pitifully 


moaning and wringing his hands ho 
seemed for a time beside himself. He 
asked over and over if the statement 
was true, appearing unable to believe it. 
For an hour then he sat with his head 
bowed in his hands. As soon as he had 
revived sufficiently the 
telegraph 
an- 


nouncing the death of his wife was read 
to him. The dispatch was from Ensign 
Dammess, secretary 
to Mrs. Booth- 


Tucker, and was dated Marceline, Mo., 
i a. m. and read as follows: 


"Consul passed from earth. Bringing 


her aboard same train for Chicago." 


Arrangements were at once made for 


the reception of tho body in Chicago and 
for memorial services here. The remains 
will then be taken to New York and 
doubtless later to London for burial. 


The body of Mrs. Booth-Tucker will 


arrive in Chicago at 9 o'cloulc tonight. 
At 11 o'clock tomorrow morning the 
body will be taken to the Princess Rink 
where it will lie in state until 7 p. m. 
At 8 p. m., tomorrow funeral services 
will be held, conducted by Col. Charles 
Sowton, which will be o.ttended by Com 
mandcr Booth-Tucker. Early Saturday 
morning the body will leave for New 
York over the Michigan Central railroad 
and will arrive there Sunday morning.

KENOSHA PIONEER DEAD 


Louis Williams, Aged 83, Expired Wednes- 


day at III* Home Tn Paris. 


Louis Williams, aged 83 years, 
for 


many years the most 
extensive land 


owner and stock dealer in southern Wis- 
consin, died yesterday at his home in 
Paris, Kenosha county. Two weeks ago 
Sir. Williams while driving about his 
farm of 1,488 acres was stricken with 
paralysis and fell f.-om his buggy, where 
he was found by farm hands and re- 
moved to his home. He was never again 
able to leave his bed. Mr. Williams was 
born in Radnorshire, Wales, April 27, 
1820, and in 1842 emigrated to America 
with his parents and brothers and locat- 
ed in Kcnoeha county. Father and sons 
purchased lands for farming purposes 
and for years they owned many sections 
of the most valuable farming land in 
southeastern Wisconsin. 


The deceased was one of the nestors 


of the Democratic party 
in 
Konosha 


county, and while he never aspired to 
hold a public office he was always one 
of the staunchost supporters of his par- 
ty. 
A man of strict integrity he was 


repeatedly elected to a place on the 
town board in the town of Paris, and 
for years he was 
officially concerned 


with the school board of the town. He 
took a greater interest in the schools 
of Paris than any other man,, and it was 
always said that "education was his 
hobby." All of his children were given 
the benefits of a college education. 
It 


was said at one time that Mr. Williams 
was acquainted with every school child 
in the town of Paris, and it was his hab- 
it to make a visit to every school in 
the town during each school year. Up 
to the time of his death his interest in 
the schools continued, and only a short 
time before his death he had made them 
his annual visit. 


The deceased is survived by four dau- 


ghters and onn son. They are Mrs. Go- 
mer Roberts, of Paris; Mrs. Belle Moe, 
of Milwaukee; L. C. Williams, of Bristol; 
Miss Nellie Williams, and Mrs. Marga- 
ret Walker, who reside in Racine coun- 
ty. 


The funeral will be held from the Wil- 


liams' homo on Friday afternoon at 1 
o'clock, and the remains will be inter- 
red in the family plat at the cemetery 
at Paris Corners.

State Officials Say the Amount 


to be Raised This Year 


is $1,027,220. 


RACINE COUNTY'S SHARE 


CUT DOWN TO $23,960 


Was $56,838 Last Year—Large Treas- 


ury Balance, Due to War Claim 


Payment and General In- 


crease in Bevennes. 


The Milwaukee chief of police is war- 


ring against parlor 
mutches, claiming 


they are the cause of many area and 


The secretary and treasurer of the 


state of Wisconsin have sent out long 
tabulated reports in effect that for the 
first time in the history of the state no 
tax for the support or maintenance of 
the state government, or any of th« 
state institutions, will be levied thi* 
year. That the condition of tbe state 
treasury is such that all charges against 
it for tbe purpose of tbe administration 
of the government are amply provided 
for by the money on hand. The amount 
of money to be raised thia year is 91,- 
027,220. The only tax to be levied gen- 
erally upon the people, it is claimed, is 
that which is solely for tbe benefit of 
the common schoola. 


It is claimed that the action of tbe 


state officials has released the people of 
the state of the burden of a direct tax 
in the sum of $375,164, making a total 
to be paid by the state to the counties 
for the support of the common schools 
of $1,402,384. 


Had not this action been taken, it if 


claimed that the $942,570 would hare 
been collected of the taxpayers of the 
state by direct taxation. It 
further 


states that to show what this means to 
the taxpayers pf Racine county, which 
paid into the state treasury for state 
tuxes, including its school taxes, last 
year $58,838.76, this year it will only 
pay the sum of $23,060.77, which is noth- 
ing but school tax, and goes directly 
back to the counties for the use of the 
counties with a substantial addition. 


It is claimed that the large balance in 


the treasury of $1,300,000, is not due to 
any special economy or thrift on the 
part of the present administration, but 
16 due to the 
war 
claim payment of 


$493,000, received from the federal gov- 
ernment last winter, to the increase of 
$200,000 in railroad taxes this year and 
to the increase of revenue of the differ- 
ent departments of the state govern- 
ment. 


It is further said that the present ex- 


cellent condition of the state treasury 
is largely due to the keen business sense 
of former Governor Scorield, who levied 
a deficiency tax in order to place the 
the treasury in proper shape. Before 
the deficiency tax was levied the general 
fund was empty part of each year. 


There is a tabulated statement accom- 


panying the circular sent out. It shows 
that the tax levy of 1902 for Hacine was 
$60,838.70; tax levy of 1903 was $23,- 
900.77; decrease of tax levy in 1903 is 
given at $32,377.09. 


It also gives the amount of school tax 


apportioned. The amount of school tax 
to be paid by counties, shows Racine, 
$23,960.77; amount the counties will re- 
ceive back from the state, unofficial, Km- 
cine, $26,145.18. 


Kenosha county tax: Tax levy 1908 


was $29,729.67; in 1903 it is given at 
$13,062.85, a decrease in 1903 of $16,- 
008.82. School tax, amount to be paid 
by Kenosha county, $13,862.85 
and 


amount to be received back, $10,614.24. 


The Milwaukee Sentinel, in a Madison 


special says: 


"The state tax levy for the present 


year was announced today and the 
amount of money to be raised is $1,027,- 
20. Owing to the balance in the general 
fund of the state treasury, the governor, 
secretary of state and state treasurer, 
who aro the officers making this levy, de- 
cided that inetoad of levying a tax of 
$1,909,780, which will be needed for var- 
ious state purposes during the coming 
year, they would transfer $942,570 from 
the general fund and apply it as a state 
tax to these various purposes, leaving 
only $1,027,220 for common school pur- 
poses to be levied. 


"The balance in the general fund in 


round numbers is $1,300,000. At the be- 
ginning of the month it was $1,515,- 
701.00.'

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THE MEA9UM3 OP SUCCESS. 


It is only fair to measure a man's pre- 


tensions by the measure of his success, 
and it is only reasonable to measure our 
reformers, by the measure of the suc- 
cess some of their reforms have met 
with. Therefore if the governor is meas- 
ured up by tho success of one of his first 
reforms, that of the taxation of mort- 
gages, it is not an unfair advantage to 
take, or is it in anywise too much to 
seriously question the benefits of other 
reforms, as measured by the details of 
proposed operation.

tion of mortgages. They arc not taxed, 
but the people who are so fortunate as 
to have give them, are. It is no secret 
that through the malignness of it all 
the loaners on mortgages exact more 
than in the days when they were sup- 
posed to return them for taxation. The 
governor has urged this 
reform, 
but 


such a reform as it is. The present law 
does justice to nobody. It has left citi- 
zens helpless as to any proper under- 
standing of the law, and when assessors 
themselves rendered their own interpre- 
tations of tho law, it could bo no sur- 
prise if the plain, average citizen gave it 
up in disgust and let it go at that. 


But it is costing the borrowers on 


mortgage more than before for it 
is 


claimed interests rates have been in- 
creased, and this claim may be fairly 
sustained in viewing tlie new mortgage 
form borrowers are now called upon to 
sign. 
People arc afraid, they distrust, 


and they know not what to expect. They

and that the interest of both mortgagor 
and.mortgagee shaU'be assessed and tax- 
ed together, but that the mortgagor 
shall pay all taxes, assessments, charges 
or licenses that shall be imposed on, 
lervied upon, or taxed against the mort- 
gage, or the indebtedness secured there- 
by, or .against the mortgagee on account 
of or by reason of such mortgage. Tho 
mortgage loans that ore being made run 
for a long timo, and the holders, even 
though last winter's law should be re- 
pealed and tho old law re-enacted, will 
bo exempt from all kinds of ptiblic bur- 
dens eo long as the indebtedness remains 
unpaid, bee? use, even though the legis- 
lature may .'epeal the new law and re- 
enact the old one, it is constitutionally 
inhibited from impairing the obligations" 
of contract.

only a dismal failure, but will lead to 
great hardship if another 
attempt 
is 


made to change existing conditions.

THE CAUSES <WF »LOB VIOI^ENCE. 
A justice of an eastern state supreme 


court in an address bearing upon the 
disposition ol the people to resort to 
mob law on occasions, said that the es- 
sential spirit of this mob law confronted 
the people of this generation as it did 
the people in the tim.es of the patriarchs. 
It underlies, says the judge the entire 
jurisprudence 
concerning 
criminalisin, 


and it represents the outpourings 
of 


the passions 
of 
the 
community as 


against orderly procedures, and it over- 
throws the safeguards with which the 
law has surrounded accused persons. But 
when this judge sums it up in the word 
"law's delay," as the cause of the ille- 
gal executions, the verdict may be safe- 
ly held to be with cause. 


In speaking of this delay in criminal 


procedures and in extenuation of the 
delays, the speaker said: 


"It is true, that there is more or less 


delay in the administration of the law, 
which appears to procrastinate, so that 
the timo1 clapsmg between a crime and 
its punishment seems at times needless- 
ly prolonged, but, this is not tho fault 
of the law or its administration so much 
as it is the re'ult of conditions which 
surround the gradual evolution of our 
great judicial system. 


"Mob rule is a voiee that should be 


heeded by our legislatures in providing 
an elastic flexible system for the admin- 
istration of law, which will meet every 
emergency and measure speedy, exact, 
and unerring justice in every case." 


These are words of great truth, of 


exceeding penetration into the cause of 
the people's executions, rightly named, 
mob law. The delay of the law is pro- 
verbial, and as an additional exasperat- 
ing cause, the punishment for dastardly 
crime that arouses the highest possible 
indignation, the crime that blasts for- 
ever, that is for this world, the good 
name of the innocent victim, blasts the 
honor of a family, 
and 
covers with 


shame for perhaps weary years, there 
is but the slightest punishment as com- 
pared with the horrible 
deed. 
What 


does the law care for honor of the mo- 
ther, the father; what does the law care 
for the sufferings of the blighted name, 
blighted by some hideous monster whose 
very 
attempt, 
though 
unsuccessful, 


should be visited-with the promptest of 
trials, and if clear guilt is shown, the 
promptest of execution. Imprisonment 
for however long terms, is ever in doubt 
because a pardon is ever at hand, and 
as died the victim or suffers the victim, 
so equally should the perpetrator suf- 
fer. 


But the law's delays are many, and 


they come in with 
practically most 


cases, criminal or civil. 
The law, and 


may be not without good reason sur- 
rounds the accused with safeguards, but 
at 
the same time these 
safeguards 


should not be such, that the merest tceh- 
nccalities should release from 
punish- 


ment those deserving of such. Doubts of 
»uilt arc certainly one thing to be ser- 
iously considered, but where the tcchne- 
calitics in no instance interfere with the 
doubts, that is in no wise concern with 
the question of guilt, justice should no 
longer go blindfolded while the criminal 
goes through the open door to freedom 


With the certainty of punishment, and 


that punishment in a fair degree ade- 
quate to the crime, mob law would cer- 
tainly cease.

IS THE PURE FOOD BUSINESS. 
The carrying out of the pure food law 


on the part of the bureau of agriculture 
is proceeding, though there is nothing 
in evidence, Europe as yet has not been 
alarmed in consequence or manifested any 
desire to let up on its restrictive laws 
against our products and live stock. The 
bureau is yet engaged in making tests 
of imported foods and liquors, paying 
for all things taken from suspected car- 
goes for examination. That is, all sam- 
ples taken are paid for, so the Euro- 
pean importers have nothing 
to lose 


and the suspected foods or liquors can 
not be destroyed, only refused entrance. 
But Uncle Sam is a thrifty sort of per- 
son, and nothing is too small for him to 
save so the pure food packages found in 
the samples taken for examination, are 
to be sold by the government through 
the agency of a pure food store in Wash- 
ington under the auspices of the agri- 
cultural department. These samples will 
be retailed over the counter 
at 
cost 


prices, and another job turned over to 
the civil service bureau. The announce- 
ment of examinations for competent 
grocery men has not yet appeared.

ncnts. The ocean steamship men have 
discovered most people do not desire to 
bravel at railroad 
speed 
across 
the 


ocean, and while desiring the iuxurious- 
less of travel, do not care for the hurry 
so much. This view of the case is now 
said to have been also discovered by the 
notable president of the Northern Pa- 
cific, who in the two remarkable vessels 
put on from Lake Superior to the east 


his road, sought to please the public 


by some fast travel on the waters. 


But a mistake was made and as one 


account stated, Mr. Hill found the peo- 
ple who took passage on this boat cared 
very little for railroad connections with 
the end of his road or of any other 
road. 
Tlie passengers were

for comfort, taking vacations, and en- 
joying as far as they could the relief 
from their daily cares on the waters.

The 
speed is not slow in the

the 


word is used, only the racing features 
are abandoned, and the twenty mile an 
hour gait done away with. 


It is a good deal the same way even 


with railroad travel, and a considerable 
part of the traveling done, is by no 
means, that necessary to be done with 
express speed. While people want all 
the comforts, the novelty of the rushers 
across the country is wearing off. The 
railroad people have been proceeding 
upon the plan of abolishing all 
the 


gracefulness of their lines, cutting out 
much of the pretty scenery wherever a 
mile or two can be saved, by cutting 
down grades, or running a tunnel, or 
running on stilts where before existed 
the variety of landscape that rested the 
people. All this to nave a few miles or 
as is alleged to save a few dollars in 
running expenses. But people making 
long trips arc perfectly indifferent about 
a few hours and as far as the effete east 
is concerned, or the alleged sunny south, 
what does several hours of time matter. 
The telegraph and telephone have ob- 
literated all distance, leaving people to 
enjoy travel in a more reasonable man- 
ner than rushing over 
the 
country 


where tlie eyes only receive a blurring 
impression of the scenery, and the mind 
but very little more rested than before 
taking the trip. After all it is not so 
much the speed, as it is the comfort, the 
satisfying sense that visits the travelei 
in being allowed reasonable opportune 
ties to enjoy tlie scenery as he passes 
along. 


BETTING OX FUTURES. 


The views of Judge Shiras o:E the Unit- 


ed States supreme court as expressed in 
the opinion in the case of the Chicago 
board of trade against certain alleged 
bucket shops will not be opposed by a 
majority of citizens, though the clement 
indulging in buying and selling futures 
on the great boards of trade will ser- 
iously object. Judge Shiras in this ap- 
jealed case from a lower court deciding 
idversely on the points held upon favor- 
ably by the master in chancery, is in- 
clined on the whole to believe trading 
in futures is illegal though gilded by 
;he presumed sanctity of a regular boari 
of trade. Essentially the moral of this 
.etting on future delivery is wrong no 
matter if done through members of the 
regular betting boards or the irregulars 
on the outside. It can not be pretendec 
that all the transactions on the boards 
of trade are legitimate, that is, that the 
actual deliveries of the stuff traded in 
are contemplated, for nothing is more 
certain than that of the bulk of orders 
piled in every favorable trading day on 
the board members, 
few contemplati 


buying the actual stuff or selling the 
actual stuff.

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ARMENIAN LEAP 


KILLEDMONDON 


President ol .Revolutionary So- 


ciety Slain, Murderer Leav- 


ing Slight Clues. 


WAS FEOBABLT BEST1LT 


OF FACTIONAL FIGHT 


Dead Man's 
Advocacy of Peaceful 


Methods Opposed by More Violent 


of Countrymen Who Likely 


Took Vengeance. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—Sagatel Sagouni, 


president of the Armenian revolution- 
ary society in London was murdered in 
tho suburb of Nimhcad late yesterday 
evening. 
The ('rime has created a sen- 


sation na it lias every appearance of 
being of a political character, and has 
been preocdcd by the assassinations of 
other officials of branches of the same 
society on the continent. 


Sagouni, who returned to London only 


yesterday after settling up the affairs 
of an associate iu Switzerland who was 
recently assassinated by stabbing. was 
entering his residence when a man rush- 
ed across the road and fired four shots 
at him in quick succession, the last bul- 
let entering the region of 
his heart. 


Tho murderer, who appeared to be a 
foreigner, (led. 
The only clues to the 


man, iu possession of the 
authorities 


are a felt hat and a silver plated re- 
volver, both made in New York which 
he dropped in his flight. 


OPPOSED TO VIOLENCE. 


The murdered man, who was a min- 


ing engineer, became wealthy 
in 
the 


Caucasus and devoted his money to the 
Armenian cause. 
Ifis society was en- 


tirely passive and opposed to violence 
and it is thought this attitude inspired 
tha advanced section of the Armenians 
witb the desire for vengeance, the lat- 
ter claiming that Sagouni's society de- 
voted funds to charity which would have 
better applied to violent remedies for 
the Armenian grievances. 


Sagouni is said to have moved to Eng- 


land from New York early in 1002. 


UNABLE TO USE WEAPONS. 


Sagouni had frequently spoken of the 


determination of the advanced Armenian 
revolutionists to exterminate the lead- 
ers of the passive party and for that 
reason he always carried a revolver and 
a dagger in self-defense. The murderer's 
shots last night were so rapid that Sa- 
gouni was only able to draw his revolver 
after tho murderer had fired three times, 
and as ho turned to face his assailant 
Sagouni was shot near the heart and 
felt 


When at Dacppe, France, yesterday 


on iis- way to England, Sugonni thought 
lie was being shadowed by a man whose 
description somewhat 
tallied with the 


appearance of the murderer, who is de- 
scribed ns-'being 'five feet three inches in 
height, about thirty years of age, hav- 
ing very long, black hair, and a black 
moustache with long, drooping ends. A 
man has -been arrested near King's Cross 
railrood station on suspicion of being 
the assassin of Sagouni, but he hardly 
answers the description. 


A convention of the Armenian passive- 


ists has been te'Session here and it is sug- 
gested that the opportunity was chosen 
by the violent faction aa a favorable 
one for disposing of the principal lead- 
ers. The murderer was noticed waiting 
several hours for the arrival of Saugouni 
and the former was apparently supplied 
with information concerning the latter's 
movements by two accomplices. 


KILLED BY ALFARISTS. 


Before his death Sagouni told a friend 


that ho did not know his assailant, but 
he said enemies had been following him 
for a long time. Sagouni attributed the 
murder to the Alfarist section of Hent- 
ihakist society. This section headed by 
n man, Alfar, was expelled from the so- 
ciety after the pplit iti'lSOt', when, it is 
alleged, the Alfarists were paid spies of 
the sultan of Turkey. There was some 
attempt in 1902 to patch up the differ- 
ences between the sections of the Hent- 
chadist society, but the majority con- 
cluded that the Alfarists only wanted to 
get control of the society's newspaper, 
the Hcutchak, with the object of sup- 
pressing it. Tho 
fend 
became more 


acute and the suppression of the Boston 
edition of the Hunlcluik followed. For- 
mer editor of the Hentehak Nazarbeck, 
was stabbed last 
week 
at 
Lausanne, 


Switzerland, by an Alfarist. It is said 
here however, tliat 
Nazarbcek is not 


dead, though ho was reported early in 
the day to have been killed. 


The local Hentcbakists say New York 


is the headquarters of the Alfarists. 


The man arrested near King's Cross 


railroad station on suspicion of being 
the murderer ot Sagouni has been re- 
leased from custody. 


The police are of the opinion that the 


assailant of Lauzaunc and the murderer 
of Sagouni arc identical. 


It is stilted that Sagouni's 
life had 


been threatened on account of his parti- 
cipation in the exposure, by the editor 
of u Boston newspaper "Young Arme- 
nia" after the misappropriation of funds 
bv a faction of the Armenian revolu- 
tionists. 
These men arc said to have 


collected $20,000 in America in 11)02 nnd 
to have put the money in their 
own 


pockets, instead of pushing the propa- 


ganda for the emancipation of the Ar- 
menians, for which the money was sub- 
scribed. 


A FACTIONAL MURDER. 


BOSTON, Oct. 27.—The murder of S. 


Sagouni, president of the Armenian rev- 
olutionary society in London, is not re- 
garded as being of "great political sig- 
nificance by Armenians in this city, but 
rather as a result of a bitter feeling 
which exists between two fnetions with- 
in the revolutionary 
party itself. In 


support of this, it was cited the recent 
attempt to assassinate an Armenian edi- 
tor, Peter Kuregian, in this city by 
members of the revolutionary party said 
to hold socialistic views which Kuregian 
opposed. At the trial of the case an of- 
ficer 
o£ the society testified that 
the 


members of the socialist whig had taken 
oath to remove 
"all 
obstructions in 


spreading their views."

DESTRUCTION IN TEXAS 


W. H. Ornto Says Cotton Crop Is Almost 


Total Failure—Price Advancing 


Illtfht Alone. 


W. H. Crate, a representative of the 


Racino Satl'ley company from 
Dallas, 


Texas, is in the city registered at Hotel 
Racine. He stated last evening that the 
cotton crop in T-ixas is almost a total 
failure. A worm called tho "boll weev- 
il" that wrought great damage in Mexi- 
co has invaded this country, causing a 
total failure of ootton in 60 counties. 
The remaining 75 counties have about 
half a crop, involving a loss to tho cot- 
ton growers of millions of dollars. 
The 


"boll weevil" comes as a fly that strings 
the 
blossoms in which the worm 
ia 


formed that totally destroys the flower. 
Cotton ordinarily is worth from 0 to 7 
cents a pound, but now ia bringing 0 to 
10 cents, and Mr. Crutc believes it will 
go to 15 and 20 cents a pound before 
spring. The disastrous work of the 
worm will affect the northern manufac- 
turers considerably. 
Thus far no meth- 


od has been discovered to destroy the 
fly, although a few successful 
experi- 


ments have been made. 


There is considerable yellow fever in 


Texas. In LaRado there have been quite 
a few deaths and from forty to fifty 
cases developing daily. G. W. Benton, 
an other representative of the company 
who is expected to arrive in the city 
within a day or two, has been held in 
quarantine at LaRado on account of the 
fever epidemic.

Sola Out Without Previous Knowledge 


to Another Concern They Must 


Pay Much Higher Kates 


or Drop Policy. 


As was briefly stated in the Journal 


last evening, six hundred members of 
the old Milwaukee Mutual Life Insur- 
ance company in Racine, are considera- 
bly worked up over the manner in which 
they have been treated with reference 
to their interests having been sold out 
to a Pennsylvania 
insurance company 


without 
being consulted or having a 


voice in the matter and if present feel- 
ings go for anything there is liable to be 
a meeting of the Racine policy holders 
to discuss the affnira and demand an ex- 
planation from certain people.

The 
next movement was to change it to the 
Milwaukee Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany. Under tnis name it appeared to 
nourish and the membership was rapid- 
ly increased. The members were told 
that the company was meeting 
with 


great prosperity and that there was a 
reserve fund being created, etc. Dozens 
of men were urged to join and did join, 
under the guarantee that it was the 
very best and cheapest of 
insurance. 


They knew no different until they were 
notified some weeks ago that the Mil- 
waukee Mutual Life Insurance company 
and all of its assets had been sold to the 
Odd Fellows Insurance association, of 
Philadelphia. 


MEMBERS IN IGNORANCE. 


With the exception of 
one or two 


members of the company in Racine, who 
were grand officers, not one knew of 
such contemplated 
move, and 
it was 


with astonishment that they received 
the news. Notices were received that 
one of the high officers of the Milwau- 
kee company had visited Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, examined into the affairs of 
the Pennsylvania concern and upon in- 
vestigation found that, the interests of 
the members of the Milwaukee company 
were in good substantial hands, and that 
the security of each policy held by each 
member was never better than at the 
present time. And this after the whole 
business had been transferred without 
the knowledge or consent of the 500 or 
600 members of Racine.

Ye olden days, early history of Racine

The Go-rernment Teat. 


The official circular of the depart- 


ment of agriculture of the United 
States government pertaining to its ex- 
periments with the butter in last year's 
national educational tests is at hand, 
and it is interesting reading. 


Among the most interesting points 


brought out are these: 


Our creamery butter, according to 


these tests, is not heavily laden with 
moisture, though this has bee;i alleged. 
Indeed the average of the water con- 
tent was but 11.78. The range was 
from 7.2 per cent to 17.6. The limit on 
"renovated" butter is 10 per cent 


Commercial judges are not-always 


able to determine the amount of water 
buttermnycontain. Packagesmarkedby 
the judge "Full of Water" were found 
to contain but 11 per cent and a little 
more. Two marked "Worked Too Dry" 
averaged 12.27 per cent water. These 
results simply go to prove the impossi- 
bility of forming an accurate opinion 
of the water content of butter alone by 
the keen observance of a practiced eye 
and to further show, as Professor Mc- 
Kay contends, the value of study of 
water content o* butter and the proper 
manipulation of it 


United States butter contains less 


moisture than Canadian, Danish or 
Swedish, according to the results of 
similar experiments conducted in these 
countries.

union shows the growing strength of 
organization among farmers.

Cover or the placenta has been retained, 
a longer time should be given before 
the milk is used. However, the cases 
cited do not occur more than once in 
100 times, nnd the first rule is safe to 
follow.

Owners of Property In Town of Som«rg 


DlnutUfled With Awards. 


Samuel T. Rice, Carrie Bain Hoyt and 


Frances Sewol] have filed a petition 
with the couni.y court asking for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to make 
awards of damages in connection with 
the opening of the new rood in the town 
of Somers extending through the prop- 
erty owned by the parties signing the 
petition.

thought to presage a hard fight against 
the opening of the road unless damages 
much larger than assessed at the pre»ent 
time arc allowed to the petitioners.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Wellman in Record-Herald: 
At 
his 


forty-fifth birthday President Roosevelt 
finds himself in perfect health.' He has 
learned how to get through an enor- 
mous amount of work with the great- 
est possible ease. During the first year 
of his presidency he expended a good 
deal of unnecessary vitality upon small 
matters. Members of his cabinet warn- 
ed him that this government was top big 
a machine for any one man to attempt 
to deal with all its parts and details. 
For a long time the president insisted 
on giving his personal attention to rou- 
tine matters. Within thirty days after 
he entered the White House a member 
of his cabinet said: "The president hat 
work cnongh piled up in front of him 
now to last him four years, and he is 
sending for more every hour 
of 
the 


day." 
But at last Mr. Roosevelt learn- 


ed his lesson and "sized up his job." 
Now he knows how to puss over admin- 
istrative details which do not properly 
belong to his office, and to refer them 
to his subordinates In the various de- 
partments. The president now has his 
work so well in hand that he is rarely 
hurried or pressed for time, mid ho finds 
leisure to gratify his passion for reading 
by keeping up with most ot the current 
literature, especially the good novel*. 


Mr. Roosevelt is the youngest presi- 


dent the country evet hod, and conse- 
quently the only one who ever celebrat- 
ed his forty-fifth birthday in the White 
House. 
• • • • 


Senator Scott, of West Virginia, who 


has just returned home from a European 
visit says: 
"I found the majority of 


our consuls poorly pMd, and living in n 
way inferior to consuls of other coun- 
tries. Countries inferior to our own 
provide for their foreign representatives 
in a manner far superior to us. They 
liouse their consuls, ministers nnd am- 
bassadors in a far better manner. This 
government should own the houses in 
which to house its foreign representa- 
tives, and it should build them in a 
manner fitting to the importance of the 
country. Such a course would only be 
iu accordance with business principles. 
We should not hesitate in adopting such 
a policy because of the expense involv- 
ed in it." 
« * • • 


The senator then spoke of the sugges- 


tion which has been made to the effect 
that it may be soon necessary for the 
United States to increase the pay of its 
soldiers and sailors if it expects to keep 


the rank* and the ships full. "We now 
pay our private soldiers about the tame 
amount that we paid in the beginning ol 
the government," said Mr. Scott. "A 
young man on a farm can get $20 a 
month; yet we pay our, soldiers $13, ••>!• 
though, of course the soldier gets medi- 
cal attendance, clothing and rations. We 
would improve the service by paying the 
soldiers at & higher rate. For these and 
additional reasons I think congress will 
pursue the wise course if it devotes its 
thought to improving the public service 
by adopting a broad business policy ra- 
ther than by attempts to curtail ex- 
penses in a way that cannot help lower- 
ing the standard.of efficiency."
